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ing out of the competition when these fix- 
ture difficulties arise by paying the County 
F.A. an agreed compensating sum. The 
Sheifield and Hallamshire C.F.A. Council 
have already discussed the point and the 
competition rules may be revised at the 
Association's annual meeting to permit this 
to be done. 


It would be cause fer sincere regret if 
the Sheffield County Cup competition was 
squeezed out altogether by football’s mod- 
ern trends. After all, the traphy was presen- 
ted by the late Sir Charles Clegg, one-time 
president of the Football Association, the 
Sheffield and Hallamshire C.F.A., Shettield 
Wednesday and Sheffield United. 


All told, United have figured in 2) Finals 
and have won the trophy 13 times (one 
shared) compared ta Wednesday‘s nine 
(one shared). In 1939, United and Wednes- 
day were the joint holders. 


The year 1939 was one in which they 
fought shoulder to shoulder for. promotion. 
Second to Blackburn Rovers, United went 
into the First Division with 54 points. pip- 
ping Wednesday by one point. The pair 
mdde a goal-less draw in the Sheffield 
Ceunty Cup Final and the clubs held the 
trophy six months each. 


This Sheffield “derby will be the 191st 
of the series. Of the 190 played United have 
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won 76, Wednesday 67 and 47 have been 
drawn, United have scored 284 goals 
against 272. It is just as well to keep the 
records straight. 

It will be interesting to see whether our 
centre-forward Derek Pace scores again to- 
night. Derek, since his arrival from Aston 
Villa in December, 1957, has played in eight 
“derby” matches and has collected nine 
goals to become the top scorer of either 
team in postwar Sheffield duels. He has 
failed to score in only two of the matches. 

You may remember that in the First Divi- 
sion match last September at the Lane, 
Pace headed the winning goal off a centre 
by Bill Russel] in the very last minute. 
Young Finnigan made his first appearance 


in a United-Wednesday match as Joe Shaw 
was on the injured list. Keith Kettleborough 
and Len Allehurch also made their first 
appearances in the local “derby.” 

The return match at Hillsborough saw 
Pace score twice in two minutes—the 28th 
and 23th. His second goal was a superb lob 
from 18 yards out, the ball going over 
Springett’s head as the goalkeeper darted 
out. Colin Dobson scored for Wednesday two 
minutes after half-time and it marked his 
first appearance in a “derby” match. He 
was Wednesday's outside-leit. 

Give Springett and Hodgkinson a clap! 
They are both going to Chile with the Eng- 
land World Cup Finals party. Good luck to 
them.
